A  Call  For  Racial 
Reconciliation  v 

“A  hopeful  development  In 
the*  racial  issue  during  recent 
months  is  the  increased  aware¬ 
ness  in  all  parts  of  the  United 
States  of  the  national  and  in¬ 
ternational  importance  of  ach¬ 
ieving  constructive  solution  sin 
race  relations.  The  responsible 
American  citizen  has  come  ty 
realize  that  this  problem  is  not 
confined  to  a  single  region,  but 
that  it  appears  in  all  areas  of 
the  nation,  though  with  differ¬ 
ing  degrees  of  intensity. 

“In  the  current  American 
scene,  the  American  people  can 
do  better  than  to  accept  social 
usages  that  create  fear  and  in¬ 
timidation  among  our  citizens 
or  that  deny  the  basic  Ameri¬ 
can  freedoms  to  any  of  them. 
In  any  solution  we  seek,  the 
freedom  of  the  individual  and 
the  full  autonomy  of  the  church- 
‘es  must  be  recognized  and  re¬ 
spected.  But  we  must  go 
further  than  this.  We  join  our 
Presbyterian  brethren  in  their 
statement  that  we  must  move 
to  reclaim  for  all  citizens  of 
this  country  the  full  heritage 
of  American  freedoms,  includ¬ 
ing  the  freedom  of  worship, 
the  freedom  of  speech,  the  free¬ 
dom  of  assembly,  the  freedom 
of  fellowship,  the  freedom  to 
learn,  the  freedom  to  serve,  the 
freedom  from  want,  and  the 
freedom  from  fear.

IS  VISITATION 

The  slogan  “You  Can  Grow 
ow”  is  applicable  to  any  Sun- 
,y  school  in  any  location.  But 
Lie  indispensable  ingredient  in 
growth  is  visitation. 

Before  your  Sunday  school 
can  grow,  the  pastor  and  super¬ 
intendent  must  lead  the  school 
to  take  a  stand  for  growth. 
When  this  conviction  is  develop¬ 
ed,  two  basic  steps  will  make 
immediate  and  consistent  grow¬ 
th  a  reality  in  your  Sunday 
School. 

I.  PROVIDE  A  PRACTICAL 
VISITATION  PROGRAM. 

If  visitation  is  to  flourish,  the 
church  must  earnestly  commit 
itself  to  six  vital  essentials  of 
fruitful  visitation. 

1.  Vote  to  schedule  a  definite 
visitation  day  each  week.  Most 
churches  use  Thursday,  but 
whatever  the  day  you  choose, 
guard  it  from  ail  other  meet¬ 
ings  and  observe  the  day  rellg 
iousty. 

2.  Locate  every  available  pros¬ 
pect.  In  the  initial  effort,  take 
a  thorough  census  of  the  church 
area.  Discover  additional  pros¬ 
pects  from  visitors  in  the  church 
services,  families  of  those  al¬ 
ready  enrolled  in  Sunday  school, 
new-comers  to  the  city  or  com¬ 
munity,  and  church  members 
who  are  not  enrolled  in  Bible 
study. 

3.  Maintain  an  active  pros¬ 
pect  rile.  Elect  a  competent 
person  to  include  In  an  active 
file  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  known  prospects.  Enlist 
one  or  more  persons  to  make 
initial  contacts  with  additional 
prospects  who  are  discovered 
each  week.  From  week  to  week, 
remove  from  the  file  the  cards 
on  those  who  have  been  enroll¬ 
ed  and  add  cards  for  new  pros¬ 
pects. 

4.  Moke  assignments  a  per¬ 
sonal  matter.  Sunday  school 
workers  find  It  easy  to  ignore 
cards,  boards,  and  letters  but 
hard  to  resist  a  personal  ap¬ 
proach.  Use  the  weekly  offi-

“Love  your  enemies"  —  this 
was  the  theme  of  the  sermon. 
It  seemed  utterly  foreign,  al¬ 
most  absurd  to  Mr.  Kobayashi, 
who  had  been  taught  from- 
childhood  to  hate  his  enemies. 
But  the  Word  had  a  strange 
power.  He  kept  going  back.  Be¬ 
fore  long  Christianity  battered 
aside  his  inner  walls  of  pride 
and  scorn,  and  he  entered  a 
seminary.  Upon  graduation  in 
1953  he  married  the  girl,  and 
is  pastor  of  a  little  church  out¬ 
side  Tokyo. 

The  colorful  paper  cover  on 
the  Bible  is  faded  and  worn,  but 
he  still  carries  it  with  him.

A  Vote  Of  Confidence 
For  “The  Old  Time  Religion' 

Protestant  theology  In  America  has  betimes  leaned 
this  way  and  that,  but  of  late  the  general  direction  has 

been  toward  conservatism.  .  ,  . 

From  a  nation-wide  survey  made  for  Christianity  to¬ 
day  magazine  it" appears  that  three-fourths  of  the  nations 
Protestant  ministers  are  in  the  right  wing  of  either  the 
“conservatives”  or  the  “fundamentalists.” 

According  to  the  findings  of  the  Opinion  Research  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Princeton,  Nfew  Jersey,  the  organization  con¬ 
ducting  the  study  for  the  magazine,  39  percent  of  American 
Protestant  clergymen  identify  themselves  as  “conservative 
in  their  theological  position,  while  another  35  percent  con¬ 
sider  themselves  “fundamentalists.” 

The  survey  shows  the  left  wing  liberals  to  be  lightweight 
by  contrast.  Qf  the  interviewed  ministers  14  percent  claim¬ 
ed  to  be  in  the  “liberal”  camp  with  12  percent  claiming  tw  be 

“neo-orthodox.”  .  .. 

The  melt  questioned  were  asked,  Just  how  would  you 
generally  classify  your  theological  position:  Fundamental¬ 
ist,  Conservative,  Neo-Orthodox,  Liberal,  or  some  other 

category.^  ^  a  shock  to  many  laymen  in  this  part  of 

the  country  that  only  89  percent  of  these  clergymen  are  in 
favor  of  teaching  and  preaching  the  doctrine  of  the  unique 
deity  of  Christ  as  the  Son  of  God.  That  percentage  actually 
is  an  improvement  in  the  situation,  however.  Incredible  as 
it  may  seem  to  many  men  and  women  of  the  laity,  there 
was  a  time*  only  a  short  while  ago  when  that  percent¬ 
age  would  have  been  considerably  Io1 
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Among  the  preacners  interviewed,  oo  percent 
the  belief  that  the  Bible  was  not  verbally  inspired  in  its 
original  writings.  . 

A  large  majority  of  the  clergymen,  however,  accepted 
most  of  the  basic  tenets  of  the  Bible:  God  as  creator  of  man, 
literal  resurrection  of  Christ,  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord, 
one  sovereign  God,  the  Bible  as  the  authoritative  rule, 
Christ  as  the  Son  of  God,  the  virgin  birth  of  Christ,  the 
unity  of  all  believers  in  Christ. 

On  the  subject  of  church  mergers  and  ecumenical 
movements,  the  survey  reveals  that  most  conservative  min¬ 
isters  tend  toward  desire  for  church  mergers  (if  at  all)  on 
the  basis  of  doctrinal  beliefs  onlv,  while  the  liberal  and 
neo-orthodox  want  mergers  based  on  organic  union. 

Southern  Baptists— having  a  “free  church”  society 
structured  on  the  autonomy  of  the  local  church  and  great 
freedom  for  the  individual  church  member— have  many 
hues  in  their  theological  banners.  Even  so,  the  vast  major¬ 
ity  of  Southern  Baptist  preachers  would  identify  themsel¬ 
ves  as  “consent tive"  in  theology.  And  herein  is  one  pillar 
of  strength  for  Baptists  as  well  as  American  Protestantism.

Prayer  services  were  held  among  Protestants  through¬ 
out  Spain  during  the  month  of  March  seeking  a  solution 
for  "the  grave  problem”  involving  the  marriage  of  non- 
Cathollcs  in  civil  ceremonies. 

Existing  laws  in  Spain  provide  that  non-Catholics  may 
be  legally  married  in.  a  civil  ceremony,  but  the  General 
Office  of  Registry  of  the  Spanish  government  says  that 
"conversion  to  Protestantism  is  not  in  itself  proof  of  non- 
Catholicism." 

Protestant  church  officials,  through  an  EPS  news  re¬ 
lease  from  Geneva,  Switzerland,  point  out  that  many  Pro¬ 
testant  young  people  want  to  marry  but  cannot  in  the 
face  of  the  present  laws.

A  man  whose  talents  were  so 
feared  by  the  British  during 
the  yar  for  American  indepen¬ 
dence  that  Lord  Cornwallis  put 
a  price  on  his  head  has  been 
called  by  the'  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Charleston  as  pas¬ 
tor. 

Not  only  is  the  new  pastor, 
Richard  Furman,  an  outstand¬ 
ing  Baptist  patriot,  but  he  is 
one  of  the  most  gifted  preach¬ 
ers  in  the  South.  The  Charles¬ 
ton  church  considers  itself  par- 
ticu^rly  fortunate  as  many  of 
the  leading  Baptist  preachers 
show  a  preference  for  rural  pas¬ 
torates. 

Ordained  At  19 

Furman  was  ordained  as  a 
Baptist  preacher  at  the  age  of 
nineteen  and  was  only  twenty- 
one  at  the  outbreak  of  the  revo¬ 
lution.  Despite  his  ministerial 
duties,  young  Furman  promptly 
offered  his  services  as  a  soldier 
in  the  army. 

He  marched  to  Charleston 
with  a  company  led  by  his  broth¬ 
er  and  would  have  become  a 
serviceman  if  authorities  had 
not  persuaded  him  that  his  pow¬ 
erful  influence  at  home  would 
be  of  greater  value  to  the  cause 
of  liberty. 

This  advice  proved  sound.  At 
every  opportunity  Furman  ad¬ 
vanced  the  cause  of  religious 
and  civil  freedom,  speaking 
from  stumps  and  in  barns  as 
well  as  from  the  pulpit.  Ignor¬
